Huge Indiana Refinery Fire 
Dwindles, But Still Flames 
Company Estimates Loss 
Will Reach $10 Million 


WHITING, Ind.- Off)—The big fire at the Standard Oil 


Co. Indiana refinery burned into its third day today, but only 
two large storage tanks were gushing flames and smoke. 


A company official said the mul- 


ti-million, dollar blaze was well in 
hand, and the "burning out" of 
uncontained fuels in the blackened 
10-acre section was in line with 
safety policy. 


Thus, no volatile fluids would re- 


main as a hazard when rehabili- 
tation of the scarred area begins. 


Life in adjacent Whiting got 


back to near 
normal, although 


some 500 families awaited the re- 
sults of a check for explosive sew- 
er gases before they could receive 
permission 
to 
return to 
their 


homes. Many were permitted to 
go into the mile square evacuated 
area for clothing. 


Opens Claims Office 


The company opened a claims 


office in its administration and en- 
gineering building near the fire 
scene. 
Scores of residents visited 


the office to inquire about com- 
pensation for damages or injuries. 


Already fire loss is estimated by 


Standard Oil at 10 million dollars. 
Two persons have 
died and 45 


have been injured, three seriously.

from large areas near the refinery 
Saturday were kept away 
from 


their homes again Sunday night. 
National guardsmen patrolled the 
danger zone. 


Standard Oil Chairman Robert 


E. Wilson said it is hoped that 
most of the refinery will be back 
in operation in about two weeks. 


Meanwhile, he said that the com- 


pany, despite heavy fire loss, has 
sufficient gasoline ajid other prod- 
ucts to meet demands in the mid- 
west. 


Wilson reported the damage to 


the refinery alone would exceed 
10 million dollars, all but one mil- 
lion of which is covered by insur- 
ance. 


the over-all damage would amount 
to 100 million dollars. 


The fire began Saturday after 


an explosion in a new 26-story hy- 
droformer, used to convert low- 
octane into high-octane. 


The first explosion was followed 


by a series of smaller ones as the 
white-hot flames spread to tanks 
of crude and fuel oils. 


A vast fragment of steel from 


the 
hydroformer 
was h u r l e d 


through 3. home about 300 yards 
away, fatally injuring a 3-year-old 
boy. The other fatality occurred 
as a Standard employe suffered a 
heart attack as he arrived for fire- 
fighting duty.

Mrs. Marrion, when she fell SO

after the accident, took over the 
act and performed for the re- 
mainder of the contract here.

chance of surviving the injuries sh« 
received in the fall. Her Injuries 
included multiple fractured verte- 
brae, a fractured pelvis, a broken 
hand and leg, fractured ribs and 
a punctured lung and kidney. 


End Came Quickly

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Russians May Top Ike's 


Inspection Plan 


Today the United States and Russia faced the first test 


on whether the pleasantries they exchanged at Geneva five 
weeks ago mean anything. 


They are meeting officially, for the first time since Ge- 


neva, in a United Nations subcommittee to discuss disarma- 
ment. Britain. France and Canada are sitting in with them. 


If only a little is accomplished, in the way of concessions 


or agreements, it will look like much because nothing much 
is expected. 


A much more important meeting, and a bigger test of 


both sides' good intentions, comes Oct. 27 at Geneva when 
the Big Four foreign ministers get together to go over more 
problems than just disarmament. 


The United States and Russia have discussed disarma- 


ment many times before—but never in the strangely pleas- 
ant atmosphere that prevails now—and both sides have made 
some concessions. 


Russia made its biggest concession last May when it 


agreed to the idea of letting foreign inspectors stay in Rus- 
sia and check on Russian disarmament—if a disarmament 
agreement is ever reached. 


This was an extremely limited kind of inspection the 


Russians agreed to. The inspectors could not roam Russia. 
They'd be restricted to major rail centers, harbors and air- 
fields. The United States had insisted on a much wider kind 
of inspection. 


At Geneva President Eisenhower'went the Soviets one 


better by proposing that each side let the other keep a check 
by aerial inspection. Eisenhower got a lot of mileage out of 
his proposal, propaganda-wise. 


The Russians were caught flat-footed and to this day 


have neither accepted Eisenhower's plan, rejected it, nor 
come up with some other plan of their own. 


It is possible the Russians will provide a sensation irj the 


U. N. subcommittee meeting by some offer that would match 
or outdo Eisenhower's. If they have such' an intention, 
they've kept it quiet. 


If they accept Eisenhower's aerial inspection plan, it is 


the president who may wind up embarrassed for the U. S. 
senate would have to approve both a disarmament and in- 
spection plan. 


The senate might not go for the aerial check idea. The 


Russians, since they don't have to answer to their people, are 
in a better position to offer a plan which they can make 
stick. 


Nothing done at the subcommittee meeting is final any- 


way. That meeting, while it can be useful, is like a scouting 
expedition into the thinking of the Big Four. 


All the representatives at the subcommittee meeting 


can do is report back to their governments—f or any approval 
to be given—or what the other side has offered.

Friedreich's Ataxia Cases 
Inherited in Blood: Strain 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


A young man of 29 has recently 


written i most pathetic letter. He 
says h« has been in a wheel chair 
for approximately two years with 
a disease diagnosed as Friedreich's 
ataxia. 


"You do not realize," he says, 


"just how important a partial 
cure -would be. I am willing to take 
any chance even if it seems bad." 


I would give a lot to be able 


to encourage this correspondent 
about his prospects for recovery 
but I do not even know of ex- 
periments in treatment at the 
present time which would 
offer 


any reasonable chance of improve- 
ment. 


Friedreich's ataxia is one of 


those diseases which runs in fam- 
ilies and is transmitted from gen- 
eration to generation. 


ITS ORIGINAL CAUSE seems 


to be a real defect in the germ 
plasm of the family involved. 


The disease itself involves the 


spinal cord in particular and the 
defect which causes it may be 
carried by either parents. To make 
matters worse the defect is some- 
times hidden so that the parents 
may not show active signs of the 
disease even though it is present 
in the family. 


Friedreich's ataxia usually starts 


in childhood, but sometimes the ap- 
pearance of symptoms is delayed 
until after the age of 30. In suth 
cases, the victim may know noth- 
ing about it until after he or she 
has married and has children who 
may also suffer from the disease. 


AT THE BEGINNING, the signs 


of this condition start gradually. 
An awkwardness in walking and a 
tendency to stumble and fall easily 
are characteristic. 


As the disease progresses, the 


gait becomes more irregular and 
clumsy. Staggering or reeling from 
side to side is common. 


In 
advanced 
cases 
irregular 


movements not subject to the con- 
trol of the will are 
frequently 


seen. The head and neck are like- 
ly to make nodding movements or 
spasms. Spinal curvature is com- 
mon and jerky movements of the 
eyes are also frequent. 


THE INHERITED NATURE of 


the disease gives the clue to its 
conquest: if those who are afflicted 
or have it in the family do not 
have children, the disease will die 
out. It never occurs except through 
defective germ plasm. 
Cheer up: Eventually summer

inherited basis. Most of them (in- 
cluding Friedreich's ataxial are 
fortunately rather rare and for tins 
reason do not carry names which 
are familiar except to physicians. 


It is important to recognize them 


early so that the hereditary tend- 
ency can be pointed out to the un- 
fortunate victim and his or her 
family and the danger of passing 
the condition on to the next genera- 
tion can be avoided.

and accumulated a mass of notes 
concerning 
Communists 
in 
the 


United States." Thus, when Con- 
gressman Martin Dies began his 
pioneer investigation, Frey testi- 
fied for three days, naming 283 ac- 
tive members of the party on the 
CIO payroll "under the direction 
of John L. Lewis." This list was 
sent to many police departments 
having "subversive squads." All 
the names were "so thoroughly 
verified that there has never been 
a question since." 


"For the purpose of the record," 


Frey continued, "among those I 
named was Jay Lovestone. who at 
one time had been Secretary of 
the Communist Party in the U. S., 
but had broken with Moscow and 
set up the 'Lovestonite' branch of 
Communism in the United States.

concerned over the effect it might 
have on the European labor move- 
ments to have men selected by 
Jay Lovestone fill the important 


position of labor attache. The per- 
sonality of the attache would hav« 
a strong; influence on the leaders 
of labor. Those appointed should 
be men beyond question as thor- 
oughgoing Americans in no way 
influenced by foreign ideologies or 
the fact that Lovestone was re- 
sponsible for their appointment. 
Immediately after Martin Durkin 
was appointed Secretary of Labor

Durkin promised to screen all 


future appointees but doubted that 
he could fire any already in office.

Mitchell of "a blow-up that would 
injure the Department of Labor 
and the administration." 
His in- 


terest in the attaches "was the re- 
sult of contacts with our ambassa- 
dors and my knowledge that they

which they were assigned." 


Frey does not tell us what 


Mitchell said in reply. 


Every newspaper account that 


I read about the arrest of the Air 
Force man

Lovestone file to the House Com- 
mittee gave prominence to Love- 
stone's break with Stalin in 1929. 
They all gave an impression that 
Lovestone then ceased to be a
